Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Palusamy et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,31 1 ,562). 

Palusamy et al. teach a control device for control of plant equipment and a 
maintenance tool operatively coupled to said control device via a communication 
network for performing maintenance of said control device (see col. 5, lines 35- 
68 and col. 6, lines 33-59), a remote maintenance device for executing a similar 
function to that of said maintenance tool, connected to said maintenance tool 
(see col. 6, lines 33-59), transmitting of report data prepared by a maintenance 
service person, describing the history of revision of a control parameter or a 
control circuitry from said remote maintenance device to said maintenance tool, 
and saving said report data at said maintenance tool (see col. 4, line 65 to col. 5, 
line 45 and col. 6, line 60 to col. 7, line 27).
